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Ads on TV in Britain 

The British Government intends 
to establish a new television serv- 
ice to compete with the official 
British Broadcasting Corporation. 
Hitherto BBC has been a monop- 
oly, with no advertising. But the 
new television service is to be es- 
tablished in response to the clamor 
of the business men who are the 
principal backers of the Tory Ad- 
ministration; and so this new tele- 
vision service will accept adver- 
tising. 

The new service will accept ad- 
vertising, but will not, according 
to the British definition, be “spon- 
sored” television. Earl de la Warr, 
the British Postmaster General, as 
the member of the Cabinet who 
has BBC affairs under his juris 
diction, explains the difference as 
follows: 

“There is a world of difference 
between accepting advertising and 
sponsoring. The press accepts ad- 
vertising, but they remain respon- 
sible for their own news and edi- 
torial columns.”

The British official took pains 
to make it clear to a worried pub- 
lic that “we’re not going to adopt 
the American system of depend- 
ence on sponsoring.” 

A strong body of public opinion 
in Britain is distrustful of the 
commercialism which they feel 
dominates television in the U. S. 
That public opinion in Britain has 
correctly diagnosed what is hap- 
pening in this country. How in the 
world did we ever let these won- 
derful new media, radio and tele- 
vision, fall so completely under 
the domination of big corporation 
propaganda? 

The British official] is correct in 
his distinction between the way 
ads are accepted and run in the 
press and the way they absolutely 
rule the roost in American radio 
and -TV.

stuck when it turns out someone 
either unknowingly or deliberately 
exaggerated. Many rayon gar-| 
ments labeled “washable” should!

washable” but manufacturers some- 
times prefer not to be so specific 
because they know people don't 
like to buy garments they must 
wash by hand.

Seam strength: Rayon is not a 
very resilient fabric. So be sure 
any rayon dress or blouse you buy 
has generous seams with reinforce- 
ments such as overcasting, and is 
securely sewn at such points of 
strain as armholes. This careful 
construction is especially impor- 
tant if you expect to wash the 
dress, because rayon also tends to 
fray in laundering. If seams are 
generous enough but not rein- 
forced, you can overcast them 
yourself, 


Colorfastnegs: Look for color- 
fastness information on the label, 
and be wary of garments not ade- 
quately labeled in this respect. 
Some of the more careful manu- 
facturers state on the tag whether 
the garment must be hand-washed 
or can be washed in a machine; 
whether it can be worn safely in 
the sun or dried in direct sunlight, 
and what precaution you should 
take in washing and ironing.

“This organization was not formed as a battleground for com- 
peting trade unions ... It is the duty of the strong union, if it can 
pessibly do so, to help the weak union... not to destroy the weak 
union.” 

The second, concerning our country under the Eisenhower 
regime: 

“Human values have very definitely been submerged to the 
material welfare of the greedy few ... President Eisenhower is 
not strong enough to stand up for his point of view.” 

The third, concerning our foreign relations may seem a 
more remote matter, but those who remember we've had two 
wars lately with the country named won't consider it remote 
at all: 

“We look now at the German state and we hear disquieting 
reports about the government of Germany under Chancellor Ade- 
nauer. He is a great patriot, but that government is contemplating 
punitive action against the Western German Federation of Labor 
because they engaged in political activity that was not to the 
liking of the government ... We know only too well where the 
pressure comes from it. It comes from the same industrialists who 
were the heads of the great German trusts, who threw their lot in 
with Hitler and who made possible as a result of that, World 
War II and the terrible destruction of the cities of Germany.”
